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A group of approximately 50 
CSUS faculty, staff, and students 
marched through the front half of 
the campus yesterday in protest of 
the “Ritchie amendment” and 
CSUS President James G. Bond’s 
position of the proposed 
amendment. 

The controversial measure, 
adopted at the Jan. 29 meeting of 
the California State University and 
Colleges (CSUC) Board of 
Trustees states that 
“merit” will be the “paramount” 
consideration in determining 
faculty and staff layoff procedures. 

In a meeting last week, Vice 
President for Academic Affairs E. 
James Archer, Associate Vice 
President for Administration 


Floyd L. Mullinix, and Bond's Ex-, 


ecutive Assistant Gregory D. That- 
ch, told United Professors of 
California (UPC) representatives 
that Bond favored “merit” as one 
of several criteria to be used in 
determining layoff policies. 

“Merit is a guise used by the ad- 
ministration to fire whoever 
disagrees with them,” Prof. John 
Henry, picket captain, said. 

“We are in favor of quality 
education, while Bond and the 
(CSUC) Trustees are not.” 

Bond had “nothing to say” 
about the protest because he “did 
not see the pickets.” 

“The faculty are concerned and 
they have a night to protest if they 
wish.” Bond added 

“Merit is as reliable as Nixon,” 
“Nond is Trustee's trusty,” “Bond 
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‘merits’ firing,” read some of the 
signs carried by protestors 

Picketers also chanted “AFL- 
CIO, the Bond administration has 
got to go.” 

Louise Kanter, UPC local 
president, said that student op- 
position to the “Ritchie 
amendment” was “good.” 

“Hopefully this picket will 
make students aware of how this 
will adversely affect them,” Kanter 
said. 

Students for Sociological 
Society, Sacramento Valley 
Democratic Organizing Com- 
mittee, the CSUS chapter of 
Students for a Democratic Society, 
and the Organization of An- 
thropology Students, joined in the 
protest, according to CSUS 
student Jerry Evans.

ployees and UPC members also 
marched in the three-hour picket. 

CSUC Chancellor Glen S. 
Dumke, in a speech to the Califor- 
nia Statewide Academic Senate 


last Thursday, said that he wiil 
propose an alternate resolution to 
the Trustees and refer the “Ritchie 
amendment” to committee until 
January 1977 

Many faculty feel that this is an 
attempt to diffuse the issue since 
the existing layoff policies could 
still be enforced. 

Preble Stolz, assistant to 
California Gov. Jerry Brown for 
programs and policy, told the 
statewide academic senate that 
faculty are “overreacting” to the 
“Ritchie amendment.” 

Layoffs are not anticipated for 
three to five years, Stolz explained

Handicapped Student Services 
(HSS) Job Placement Counselor 
Barbara Barsalou has place 17 
CSUS handicapped students in 
Sacramento area jobs as of Feb. 29 
She began work here in September 
1975 

“Barbara is one of two em- 
ployment specialists for the 
disabled in the University of 
California and California State 
University and College system.” 
said Pat Sonntag. HSS coor- 
dinator. “The other is at Berkeley 
It’s a precious opportunity for this 
university to have Barbara here.” 

Barsalou cooperates closely 
with counselors in the Cahforma 
State Department of Vocational 
Rehabilitation. Some of her 
placements have also been their 
chents 

“I turn up jobs for disabled 
CSUS students ard if I don't find 
anyone here to fill it, 1 pass it over 
to vocationa! rehabilitation 
counselors. We work together for 
the disabled interested in finding 
jobs.” 

More than 400 CSUS students 
are handicapped according to 
registration figures. Some 100

“noticeably disabled” attend the 
college. 

“Many do not wish to be iden- 
tified as disabled.” said Barsalou. 
For this reason students may not 
indicate on college application 
torms that they are handicapped. 
And may also avoid contact with 
HSS so they are not identified 
disabled 


About. half the total han- 
dicapped at CSUS are involved 
with HSS. Some are Barsalou’s 
open employment caseload of 
between 70 and 80 

All those that have indicated 
they are disabled have been con- 
tacted by HSS, some by mail, said 
Barsalou. Many personal contacts 
have been made. “But many are 
uninterested in employment for 
various reasons, including illness 
and financial complications.” 

Barsalou is not disabled. This 
has often raised the question of her 
ability to counsel the handicapped. 
“The first week here. | was bom- 
barded with that question.” 

But, as Dar Topp. HSS em- 
ployee reminds, “A lot of the ap- 
plicants for the work placement 
counselor position were disabled 
In fact the applicant that came in 
second is handicapped but this per- 
son said ‘I don’t want the hire to be 
based on being handicapped. but 
who ts going to be best for the job’.” 

Barsalou is involved with a 
chent for an average of one year 
“At times I will counsel for up to 
three or four years. Once the client 
is working, I still am in contact 
with both him and the employer. | 
monitor the situation to make sure 
he remains satisfactorily working.” 

Barsalou has found jobs for 
disabled throughout Sacramento 
Employers include the Department 
of Motor Vehicles, Department of 
Finance, Department of Health, 
Sacramento Regional Planning 
Commission, University of 
California Davis, and the San Juan 
School District. 

Some are very good jobs. “One 
client is making $3,000 more a year 
than I do.” says Barsalou 


CSUS student cites campus officer with assault 


A CSUS student, Dianna 
Kennedy, is bringing charges of as- 
sault against Campus Police Officer 
David Howe. The charges are the 
result of an incident where Howe 
pushed Kennedy out of the CSUS 
Police Department last week 

Kennedy had gone to the office 
to file a complaint about a traffic 
citation and was waiting to speak 
with CSUS Police Chief Don 
Yelverton when the action took 
place 

While waiting for Yelverton to 
return, she was speaking to one of 


the .secretaries and according to 
Kennedy, Howe was becoming ob- 
noxious and slanderous toward 
her. 

“| was talking to the secretary, 
and Howe hept making remarks,” 
Kennedy said, “You know, like 
‘Hey the Chief's busy, you're just 
here to bitch about tickets, and 
stuff the that.” 

ally just told him that I had 
i isiness with him, and that he 
could be quiet,” she continued 
“But he kept talking about me to 
the other people in the room. He 


was really starting to bother me.” 

“Kennedy came in the office, 
upset and very !oud,” Officer Howe 
said. “It was getting to a point that 
she was disrupting the workings of 
the office and generally disturbing 
the peace. | should have arrested 
her, rather than just pushing her 
out of the room.” 

Howe further commented that 
an officer should not put his hands 
on anyone unless he intends on 
arresting that person. “I thought | 
was being kind by not arresting 
her,” he said. 


“I will admit | raised my voice, 
but | never called him (Howe) 
anything stronger than a fool. And 
I sure wasn't making enough noise 
to warrant his actions,” Kennedy 
said. 

She said she will file complaints 
with the Grievance Committee, Af- 
firmative Action and probably 
with outside agencies

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Resignations downplayed

Sacramento Union editor Don 
Hoenshell downplayed in a Feb. 
22 column, the recent resignations 
of three top - level managing 
engineers for General Electric's 
(GE) San Jose plant 

He de - emphasized the im- 
portance of the resignations saying 
the engineer's unanimous decision 
to quit was partly due to pressures 
exerted by a quasi - religious 
organization — Creative Initiative 
Foundation. This title is false since 
members call their group the 
Creative Initiative 

What Hoensheil failed to men- 
tion were the technical 
qualifications of the three 
engineers who had each worked for 
GE at least 16 years 

He also overlooked Robert 
Pollard, a well - known nuclear 

‘ regulatory commissioner, who 
followed the engineers’ example by 
quitting the same week 


In a 72 - page report before the 
Joint Committee on Atomic 
energy on Feb. 18, they outlined 
their reasons for quitting 


“We did so (resigned) because 
we could no longer justify devoting 
our life energies to the continued 
development and expansion of 
nuclear fission power — a system 
we believe to be so dangerous that 
it now threatens the very existence 
ot life on this planet.”

education of the public on all 
aspects and dangers of nuclear 
power as we have learned them 
over our Many years of experience 
in the industry.” 

The report also detailed 
engineering design defects in con- 
trol rods, electrical seals, valves, 
main condensors and fuel storage 
facilities of plants throughout the 
country, 

Later in the column, Hoenshell 
christned the resignation as flawed 
performances stating the engineers 
were ~ witnessing to a private 
experience by lending (themselves) 
to a political campaign.” 

But Creative Initiative, a non - 
profit educational foundation 
created solely to educate the 
public, has no, political affiliations 
Ii they did, they wouldn't be able to 
maintain their present tax - free 
guaranteed them under 
government reguiations 

Even if the edutor’s quote was 
true, why should it be wrong to 
“witness” or express political 
beliefs based on persona! ex- 
periences’ Most people's 
mulated opinions are cemented 
with personal experience. Such 
“experienced” opinions are seen 
daily in the letters - to - the - editor 
large metropolitan 
newspapers, including the Union

presses a political opinion, he's 
probably lending himself unknow- 
ingiy to someone's political cam- 
paign 

Certainly the engineers have 
witnessed to a private experience, 
but to whose political campaign 
have they lent themselves? It can’t 
be Creative since 
they're non -

Hoenshell said these men had 
“clay in their feet” suggesting they 
concealed their associations with 
Creative Initiative 

But in their first press 
conterence, they openly stated they 
had nothing to hide in their as- 
sociations with Creative Initiative. 
Besides, few men rise to top - level 
Management positions in as 
technical a field as nuclear energy 
without making decisions for 
themselves and standing on their 
own two feet 


Had Hoenshell carried the story 
as did The Los Angeles Times, The 
New York Times and The San 
Francisco Chronicle, he probably 
would not have printed his 
misleading statements 

There is no proven evidence to 
suggest the engineers quit their jobs 
to accept starring roles in a “two - 
part morality play” put on by 
Creative Initiative as Hoenshell’s 
editorial stated 

t 1s Hoenshell’s qualifications. 
however, that are questionable 
since he has substantiated his 
sources only by labeling them “in- 
siders” possibly “from the south.” 


CSUC troubles explained

The great American Revolution 
is just beginning and the Civil War 
is still to come. 

Every struggle for rights 
becomes another Darwinian 
imperative - consistent with the 
good old American ethic, the sur- 
vival of the fittest. 

In the CSUC statewide system, 
things are an undeniable mess 
low morale among the faculty and 
employees, administrative chaos 
resulting from conflicting faculty 
and trustee policies; and yes, the 
students, wondering what the hell 
all the fuss is about, and wondering 
“Why don’t they get on with the job 
of teaching and learning?” | 

Instead of a community of 
scholars devoted to higher lear- 
ning, we have become a model 
community of underlings, of 
“effete” intellectuals, of status 
seekers committed to. self - 
aggradisement, and of grievants 
wallowing in self-righteousness 
and self - pity. 

The great American imperative 
allows us to exploit others, but 
behooves us to lambaste those who 
would dare exploit us. And so it 
goes, so it goes. 

This is not to say that we are all 
depraved. It’s just that we have 
allowed ourselves and our 
imstitution to lapse into a backwash 
of conservatism, a dour retreat 
from the personal and interper- 
sonal idealism we used to talk a lot 
about. 

We can blame, | suppose, tight

economics. and severe job 
competitiveness for our surliness, 
but as one of our own kind once 
said, “The cause, dear Brutus, is 
not in the stars; it is in ourselves, 
that we are underlings.” 


1 propose no solutions, for | 
don't know of any. Perhaps we are 
on an inevitable course of self - des- 
truction individually and collec- 
tively in this academic community, 
and, perhaps, on this planet at 
large. For in réality, the ecology of 
human relationships has failed to 
impress us significantly. 

Instead, money, status and 
power — in that order — motivate 
our every waking day. Professors 
and administrators are not satis- 
fied with $18,000 - $20,000 any 
longer: $24,000 - $30,000 becomes 
the commensurate goal 

Categories become’ more 
divisive: part - time vs. full time, 
probationary vs. tenured and 
liberal vs. conservative, promoting 
their own ethics of survival — an 
ecology of brutes, not men. 

Somehow, we've lost touch with 
ourselves and with our reason for 
being here in the first place 

The CSUC system should exist. 
at least to some small degree, as a 
public trust. Unions should be 
organized for the protection of the 
rights of the public —- the students 
Instead, archaic power struggles 


between faculty groups and 
between faculty and ad- 
ministration dominate the scene. 

The “Ritchie amendment” is a 
case in point. Militant rhetoric pits 
the faculty against the ad- 
ministration with unrestrained 
menace. Yet the same grieving 

culty unashamedly. and with 
much authoritative mumbo jum- 
bo, abolish the seniority and job 
security mghts of part - time 
faculty, without the slightest qualm 
Or misgiving. 

When the trustees flex their ad- 
ministrative perrogative, faculty 
unions threaten to “punch their 
lights out.” And so it goes, so it 
goes. A society of lemmings with 
much gusto, and with as much mis- 
directed sense of purpose. 

Maybe we can console 
ourselves, assure ourselves by 
pointing at the lunatic fringe 
around us. We've got Nixon traip- 
sing around China (he's back now) 
on his own personal diplomatic 
crusade, while Ford and Kissinger 
huddle squeamishly 

Reagan is still munching jelly 
beans and beaming his apple - 
cheeked, suntanned and aging face 
across the campaign trail, preach- 
ing roots and fundamentalism 

And the Moonies are preaching 
salvation on another planet 
Perhaps another Messiah could 
save us. Perhaps another Lincoln 
could issue another Emancipation 
Proclamation; perhaps a new 
covenant, or a mew humanity. A 
new humanity. So it goes, so it 
goes

Anti-handgunners 


propose facts, initiative

Every two minutes someone is 
killed or wounded by a handgun. 

Over 11,000 people were 
murdered with handguns in 1974. 

The handgun is the type of 
weapon used in 54 per cent o/ all 
murders. 

Every 13 seconds a handgun 1s 
sold in this country 


These are a few of a host of 
staggering facts that handgun con- 
trol supporters cite in support of a 
handgun control initiative being on 
the Nov. 2 general election ballot. 

The initiative statute, if passed 
by Californians, will prohibit the 
purchase, transfer or possession of 
operable handguns and handgun 
ammunition effective Jan. 1, 1978 

The proposed law requires that 
owners surrender their handguns 
before a Dec. 31, 1977 deadline 


Police officers. antique gun 
collectors, gun club members, 
security guards, and gun dealers 
will be exempted from the law 


The initiative also repeals local 
authority to license sale and car- 
rying of handguns and imposes 
state administered handgun licen- 
sing and registration requirements 


Adoption of the measure will 
result in increased state and local 
costs of approximately $3 million, 
excluding funds necessary to reim- 
burse owners of surrendered 
handguns. 


Uniawtul possession or owner- 
ship of a handgun, under the 
proposed law, will become a 
felony 

The offense will be punishable 
by a maximum sentence of one 
vear and one day on first con- 
viction and from two to five years 
on subsequent convictions 


The public will still be able to 
use rifles and shotguns, commonly 


referred to as “sporting weapons.” 


According to Sacramento 
Police Department Lieutenant 
Robert N. Austin, Sacramento 
coordinator for the initiative cam- 
paign, the proposed statute could 
reduce robberies by 50 per cent and 
homicides and felonious assaults 
with fire arms by 25 per cent. 


To place the initiative on ballot, 
312,000 signatures must be ob- 
tained by May 24. 

Austin is coafident that the 
signatures will be collected 


Only qualified voters may sign 
the initiative petition. Those who 
do not vote in the June 8 primary 
election cannot vote in the Nov. 2 
election 


In this the third week of the 
signature drive, Austin has 
received student support and as- 
sistance from Sacramento City 
College. Sierra Jumor . College: 
University of California, Davis. 
and CSUS 


From March 15-19, the CSUS 
chapter of Lamda Alpha Epsilon, a 
fraternity comprised of Criminal 
Justice majors, will be holding a 
petition signing drive on campus

A Gallup poll released in June 
1975. revealed that 66 per cent of 
Americans living. in cities of one 
million and over favor banning 


handguns. 

Most groups supporting the 
banning of handguns consider 
them to be the deadliest firearm in 
America 


Simply outlawing the sale of 
“Saturday night specials,” a small 
handgun, will not help solve the 
problem pro - handgun control 
organizations maintain. 

According to a June 20, 1975 
report of a U.S. House of 
Representative subcommittee on 
crime, the 414,000 new Saturday 
night specials sold in 1974 
represent only one per cent of the 
40 milhon now in private hands 
and only about 22 per cent of the 
handguns sold 


Defining such a weapon. 
handgun control advocates 
contend, is practically impossible 


If Saturday night specials are 
defined as guns with barrels of six 
inches or less, then manufacturers 
can easily produce guns with six 
and one - half inch barrels 


Handgun control supporters 
are doubttul that registration of 
handguns would act as a sufficient 


deterent to their use

isolation between the student com- 
munity and the faculty and staff 
community. We would like to 
change that.” 

Fraley is beginning the program 
by inviting members of the faculty 
and regular classes over for lunch. 
Guest speakers discuss such topics 
as the world food problem, sexual 
values. politics and the nuclear

Fraley would like the faculty to 
play a large part in the program. 
She views the faculty as the most 
valuable speaker resource. Many 
of the professors can offer interes- 
ting talks in the fieids they are 
teaching in, or some personal 
specialized interest.

What distinguishes a really 
good symphony concert from an 
average one’ 

Everything depends on_ the 
players. Not merely their per- 
formance but the attitude they 
have as a group and individually 
can really make a concert exciting 
or hum - drum 

The Sacramento Symphony 
was definitely in the right frame of 
mind for their pair of concerts last 
weekend The excitement 
generated was exactly like the 
symphony’s concerts with Pinchas 
Zukerman a few weeks ago, but the 
reason for the group’s inspired at- 
titude this time lay not in a guest 
soloist, but in the music 

The showcase of the entir® all 
orchestral concert was the Igor 
Stravinsky work, the “Rite of 
Spring”. and it’s performance over- 
shadowed the whole evening. It 
was played after intermission on 
the program, but this gfeat work’s 
impact was hinted at and felt even 
before the actual playing. It was as 
if every thing done by Harry 
Newstone and the symphony for 
the first half of the concert was say- 
ing “just vou wait!” 


No ordinary piece would 
generate this feeling. Far from be- 
ing an ordinary piece, the “Rite of 
Spring” is one of the landmarks in 
contemporary music. Written fora 
rather swollen orchestra (5 wind 
instruments and 9 horns). the work 


is a hteral orgy of sound. coior, and

dances herself to death, the music is 
ceaseless and unrelenting. The 
most outstanding aspect of the 
work is it’s rhythmic freedom and 
pulse, and the feeling of the music

The first half of the concert con- 
sisted of Arnold Freed’s “Alleulia 
for Orchestra.” and Mendellsohn’s 
Symphony 44, the “italian”. The

Kubrick: man of many themes 


Stanley Kubrick is an artist 
whose format is the motion picture 
screen. What he has done with 
films made him famous and fas- 
cinating because Kubrick has 
added a different dimension to 
motion pictures. His films may tell 
us about today, or tomorrow, or 
the past. He’s done pictures like 
“Dr. Strangelove,” “Lolita,” “A 
Clockwork Orange,” and “2001: A 
Space Odyssey,” while his new 
film, “Barry Lyndon,” goes in yet 
another direction and takes a clas- 
sic look back at the 18th Century. 

In essence, what Kubrick will 
make into film can't really be 
predicted, except for a special 
feeling, a postive feeling for being 
alive. It as that quality which he 
projects and emphasizes, attempt- 
ing to bridge this emotion to his 
film audiences. 

Kubrick pictures, for example, 
condemn war, yet Kubrick himself 
has a personal kind of combat. 
What he fights against are conven- 
tional film patterns, what movies 
are about and the way they're 
made. It is a struggle which takes 
reference from his past aind his per- 
sona! goal. 

Kubrick grew up in New York. 
His father was a doctor, and 
through he was a_ thoughtful 
youngster, he was primarily a 
daydreamer. His grades in high 
school were so low that they sent 
hims for a mental test. The report 
that came back was brief: young 
Kubrick was extra bright, but in 
school he was very bored. 

A simple solution soon evolved. 
Kubrick liked to take pictures, so 


he quit school and began to work 
as a photographer for Look 
Magazine. He was just 17, which 
made him the youngest profes- 
sional in the field. He aimed his 
camera at what fascinated him the 
most: the human condition. Still, 
he felt limited because the things 
that he wanted to show and say he 
believed just couldn't be done with 
still photographs 

Thus, more than 20 years ago, 
Stanley Kubrick began making 
movies. From the outset, he knew 
his themes: questions involving 
man’s hopes, the dangers, the 
prospective future, and the lessons 
learned from the past. His method 
of expression was unique, clear and 
direct. 

His 1956 film called “The 
Killing™ was about a racetrack 
robbery. Then came “Paths of 
Glory,” his first important film, 
dealing with the First World War 
and some French soldiers tried for 
treason. Following “Paths of 
Glory” Kubrick became drawn to 
the advantages of unpredictability. 
“Lolita,” for example, had been a 
besh - selling book about an older 
man attracted to a very young girl. 
It was originally considered too 
tricky to bring to the screen, yet 
Kubrick made the picture 
palatable and enjoyable. “Lolita” 
also helped adult films come of age. 

In time, Kubrick began working 
the science - fiction beat. He 
offered visions of the future in “Dr. 
Strangelove,” which looked at the 
darkest of possibilities, accessible 
to audiences through great touches 
of humor. He also presented “A

Clockwork Orange,” which rocked 
a vast number of people. The film 
showed where young violence and 
the drug culture might converge. 
His science - fiction masterpiece, 
“2001: A Space Odyssey,” 
underlined a special Kubrick gift: 
the musical scoring of a film. No 
one else has exactly the same flair, 
the score for “2001” highlighting 
the progress of an earth - manned 
ship speeding through the universe, 
seeking other planets. 

Now, after various looks at the 
future, Kubrick has done an about 
- face. He’s turned back 200 years 
to test his skills on “Barry 
Lyndon.” It’s his most ambitious 
film. He devoted three years to the 
project, feeling it especially 
relevant to human life today, 
because it has that special element 
of truth. 

“Barry Lyndon” is an unusual 
pic, but it conforms to Kubrick's 
vision. [t's a 19th Century novel 
about the 18th Century, written by 
William Makepeace Thackeray. It 
is not his best known work, though 
this left Kubrick unaffected. The 
story has good ingredients and a 
basis for heightening awareness 
about the quality of life. 


With “Barry Lyndon” there are 
more things at work than the story. 
Like any Kubrick work, it has 
different levels of meaning. It’s 
spectacle, drama, and art-form 
fused together, and though the film 
is just starting its life on the screen, 
it has already been honored with 
numerous awards (Best Film and 
Best Director from the National 
Board of Review) and seven Oscar 
nominations from the Acadmey of 
Motion Picture Arts and Sciences. 

Stanley Kubrick gets this news 
at a slight remove. He learned his 
trade in Hollywood, and now he 
lives in England. 

Still, the Kubrick audience, like 
his space ship, circles the globe. 
What he'll shape for them next is 
never certain. It might be the life of 
Napoleon, or could even be a 
preview peak at the year 3000. Yet 
whichever way he goes, he will br- 
ing a fresh look at being alive

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Biofeedback runs trains

Children are able to control a 
toy electric train by using only their 
minds. Sound far fetched? Not to 
three CSUS graduate students that 
made such an interface device 

Electrodes pasted to the 
child’s forehead. The electrodes 
pick up muscle impulses. These um- 
pulses are ted into a biofeedback 
machine (electromyograph) The 
output of the bioteedback machine 
must then be converted to energy 
needed to operate the train. This

Dorm students support guns | 


A Sacramento Sun survey in- 
dicates the majority of CSUS dorm 
residents support the arming of 
campus police. The Sacramento 
Sun is a dorm paper which claims 
service to “the residence hall com- 
munity since 1976.” 


The March 5 article by Bob 
Cooper, Sun editor, involved the 
questioning of 100 residents on 
three specific questions. 

When asked “Should campus 
police be armed while patrolling 
the campus?”, the response was 57 
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per cent yes, 37 per cent no, and six 
per cent no opinion 

But when asked “Should cam- 
pus police be armed while pat- 
rolling the residence halls?”, 36 per 
cent responded yes. 60 per cent no,
